Circumstances of the Second Coming 

M't:24:l: And Jesus went out, and departed from the temple: and his disciples came to him for to shew him the 
buildings of the temple. 

M't:24:2: And Jesus said unto them, See ye not all these things? verily I say unto you, There shall not be left here one 
stone upon another, that shall not be thrown down. 

M't:24:3: And as he sat upon the mount of Olives, the disciples came unto him privately, saying, Tell us, when shall 
these things be? and what shall be the sign of thy coming, and of the end of the world? 

M't:24:4: And Jesus answered and said unto them, Take heed that no man deceive you. 

M't:24:5: For many shall come in my name, saying, I am Christ; and shall deceive many. 

M't:24:6: And ye shall hear of wars and rumours of wars: see that ye be not troubled: for all these things must come 
to pass, but the end is not yet. 

M't:24:7: For nation shall rise against nation, and kingdom against kingdom: and there shall be famines, and 
pestilences, and earthquakes, in divers places. 

M't:24:8: All these are the beginning of sorrows. 

M't:24:9: Then shall they deliver you up to be afflicted, and shall kill you: and ye shall be hated of all nations 
for my name's sake. 

M't:24:10: And then shall many be offended, and shall betray one another, and shall hate one another. 
M't:24:ll: And many false prophets shall rise, and shall deceive many. 
M't:24: 12: And because iniquity shall abound, the love of many shall wax cold. 
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M't:24:13: But he that shall endure unto the end, the same shall be saved. 

M't:24:14: And this gospel of the kingdom shall be preached in all the world for a witness unto all nations; 
and then shall the end come. 

M't:24:15: When ye therefore shall see the abomination of desolation, spoken of by Daniel the prophet, stand 
in the holy place, (whoso readeth, let him understand:) 

M't:24: 16: Then let them which be in Judaea flee into the mountains: 

M't:24:17: Let him which is on the housetop not come down to take any thing out of his house: 

M't:24:18: Neither let him which is in the field return back to take his clothes. 

M't:24:19: And woe unto them that are with child, and to them that give suck in those days! 

M't:24:20: But pray ye that your flight be not in the winter, neither on the sabbath day: 

M't:24:21: For then shall be great tribulation, such as was not since the beginning of the world to this time, no, 
nor ever shall be. 

M't:24:22: And except those days should be shortened, there should no flesh be saved: but for the elect's 
sake those days shall be shortened. 

M't:24:23: Then if any man shall say unto you, Lo, here is Christ, or there; believe it not. 

M't:24:24: For there shall arise false Christs, and false prophets, and shall shew great signs and wonders; 

insomuch that, if it were possible, they shall deceive the very elect. 

M't:24:25: Behold, I have told you before. 

M't:24:26: Wherefore if they shall say unto you, Behold, he is in the desert; go not forth: behold, he is in the 
secret chambers; believe it not. 

M't:24:27: For as the lightning cometh out of the east, and shineth even unto the west; so shall also the 
coming of the Son of man be. 

M't:24:28: For wheresoever the carcase is, there will the eagles be gathered together. 

M't:24:29: Immediately after the tribulation of those days shall the sun be darkened, and the moon shall not 
give her light, and the stars shall fall from heaven, and the powers of the heavens shall be shaken: 

M't:24:30: And then shall appear the sign of the Son of man in heaven: and then shall all the tribes of the 
earth mourn, and they shall see the Son of man coming in the clouds of heaven with power and great glory. 
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M't:24:31: And he shall send his angels with a great sound of a trumpet, and they shall gather together his 
elect from the four winds, from one end of heaven to the other. 

M't:24:32: Now learn a parable of the fig tree; When his branch is yet tender, and putteth forth leaves, ye know that 
summer is nigh: 

M't:24:33: So likewise ye, when ye shall see all these things, know that it is near, even at the doors. 
M't:24:34: Verily I say unto you, This generation shall not pass, till all these things be fulfilled. 

M't:24:35: Heaven and earth shall pass away, but my words shall not pass away. 

M't:24:36: But of that day and hour knoweth no man, no, not the angels of heaven, but my Father only. 
M't:24:37: But as the days of Noe were, so shall also the coming of the Son of man be. 

M't:24:38: For as in the days that were before the flood they were eating and drinking, marrying and giving in marriage, 
until the day that Noe entered into the ark, 

M't:24:39: And knew not until the flood came, and took them all away; so shall also the coming of the Son of man be. 

M't:24:40: Then shall two be in the field; the one shall be taken, and the other left. 

M't:24:41: Two women shall be grinding at the mill; the one shall be taken, and the other left. 

M't:24:42: Watch therefore: for ye know not what hour your Lord doth come. 

M't:24:43: But know this, that if the goodman of the house had known in what watch the thief would come, he would 
have watched, and would not have suffered his house to be broken up. 

M't:24:44: Therefore be ye also ready: for in such an hour as ye think not the Son of man cometh. 

M't:24:45: Who then is a faithful and wise servant, whom his lord hath made ruler over his household, to give them 
meat in due season? 

M't:24:46: Blessed is that servant, whom his lord when he cometh shall find so doing. 
M't:24:47: Verily I say unto you, That he shall make him ruler over all his goods. 
M't:24:48: But and if that evil servant shall say in his heart, My lord delayeth his coming; 
M't:24:49: And shall begin to smite his fellowservants, and to eat and drink with the drunken; 

M't:24:50: The lord of that servant shall come in a day when he looketh not for him, and in an hour that he is not aware 
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of, 

M't:24:51: And shall cut him asunder, and appoint him his portion with the hypocrites: there shall be weeping and 
gnashing of teeth. 

Zee: 12:9: And it shall come to pass in that day, that I will seek to destroy all the nations that come against 
Jerusalem. 

Zee: 12: 10: And I will pour upon the house of David, and upon the inhabitants of Jerusalem, the spirit of grace 
and of supplications: and they shall look upon me whom they have pierced, and they shall mourn for him, as one 
mourneth for his only son, and shall be in bitterness for him, as one that is in bitterness for his firstborn.

Lu:21:20: And when ye shall see Jerusalem compassed with armies, then know that the desolation thereof 
is nigh. 

Lu:21:21: Then let them which are in Judaea flee to the mountains; and let them which are in the midst of it depart 
out; and let not them that are in the countries enter thereinto. 

Lu:21:22: For these be the days of vengeance, that all things which are written may be fulfilled. 

Lu:21:23: But woe unto them that are with child, and to them that give suck, in those days! for there shall be 
great distress in the land, and wrath upon this people. 

Lu:21:24: And they shall fall by the edge of the sword, and shall be led away captive into all nations: and 
Jerusalem shall be trodden down of the Gentiles, until the times of the Gentiles be fulfilled. 

Lu:21:25: And there shall be signs in the sun, and in the moon, and in the stars; and upon the earth distress 
of nations, with perplexity; the sea and the waves roaring; 

Lu:21:26: Men's hearts failing them for fear, and for looking after those things which are coming on the earth: 
for the powers of heaven shall be shaken. 

Lu:21:27: And then shall they see the Son of man coming in a cloud with power and great glory. 

Lu:21:28: And when these things begin to come to pass, then look up, and lift up your heads; for your redemption 
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draweth nigh. 

Lu:21:29: And he spake to them a parable; Behold the fig tree, and all the trees; 

Lu:21:30: When they now shoot forth, ye see and know of your own selves that summer is now nigh at hand. 
Lu:21:31: So likewise ye, when ye see these things come to pass, know ye that the kingdom of God is nigh at hand. 
Lu:21:32: Verily I say unto you, This generation shall not pass away, till all be fulfilled. 
Lu:21:33: Heaven and earth shall pass away: but my words shall not pass away. 

Lu:21:34: And take heed to yourselves, lest at any time your hearts be overcharged with surfeiting, and 
drunkenness, and cares of this life, and so that day come upon you unawares. 

Lu:21:35: For as a snare shall it come on all them that dwell on the face of the whole earth. 

Lu:21:36: Watch ye therefore, and pray always, that ye may be accounted worthy to escape all these things that 
shall come to pass, and to stand before the Son of man. 



2Th:2:l: Now we beseech you, brethren, by the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ, and by our gathering 
together unto him, 

2Th:2:2: That ye be not soon shaken in mind, or be troubled, neither by spirit, nor by word, nor by letter as from us, 
as that the day of Christ is at hand. 

2Th:2:3: Let no man deceive you by any means: for that day shall not come, except there come a falling 
away first, and that man of sin be revealed, the son of perdition; 

2Th:2:4: Who opposeth and exalteth himself above all that is called God, or that is worshipped; so that he 
as God sitteth in the temple of God, shewing himself that he is God. 

2Th:2:5: Remember ye not, that, when I was yet with you, I told you these things? 

2Th:2:6: And now ye know what withholdeth that he might be revealed in his time. 

2Th:2:7: For the mystery of iniquity doth already work: only he who now letteth will let, until he be taken out of the 
way. 

2Th:2:8: And then shall that Wicked be revealed, whom the Lord shall consume with the spirit of his

mouth, and shall destroy with the brightness of his coming: 

2Th:2:9: Even him, whose coming is after the working of Satan with all power and signs and lying 
wonders, 

2Th:2:10: And with all deceivableness of unrighteousness in them that perish; because they received not the love 
of the truth, that they might be saved. 

2Th:2:ll: And for this cause God shall send them strong delusion, that they should believe a lie: 

2Th:2: 12: That they all might be damned who believed not the truth, but had pleasure in unrighteousness. 

2Th:2:13: But we are bound to give thanks alway to God for you, brethren beloved of the Lord, because God hath 
from the beginning chosen you to salvation through sanctification of the Spirit and belief of the truth: 

2Th:2: 14: Whereunto he called you by our gospel, to the obtaining of the glory of our Lord Jesus Christ.

lTh:5:l: But of the times and the seasons, brethren, ye have no need that I write unto you. 

lTh:5:2: For yourselves know perfectly that the day of the Lord so cometh as a thief in the night. 

lTh:5:3: For when they shall say, Peace and safety; then sudden destruction cometh upon them, as travail 
upon a woman with child; and they shall not escape. 

lTh:5:4: But ye, brethren, are not in darkness, that that day should overtake you as a thief. 

lTh:5:5: Ye are all the children of light, and the children of the day: we are not of the night, nor of darkness. 

lTh:5:6: Therefore let us not sleep, as do others; but let us watch and be sober. 

lTh:5:7: For they that sleep sleep in the night; and they that be drunken are drunken in the night. 

lTh:5:8: But let us, who are of the day, be sober, putting on the breastplate of faith and love; and for an 
helmet, the hope of salvation. 

lTh:5:9: For God hath not appointed us to wrath, but to obtain salvation by our Lord Jesus Christ, 

lTh:5: 10: Who died for us, that, whether we wake or sleep, we should live together with him. 
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2Pe:3:3: Knowing this first, that there shall come in the last days scoffers, walking after their own lusts, 

2Pe:3:4: And saying, Where is the promise of his coming? for since the fathers fell asleep, all things continue as 
they were from the beginning of the creation. 

2Pe:3:5: For this they willingly are ignorant of, that by the word of God the heavens were of old, and the earth standing 
out of the water and in the water: 

2Pe:3:6: Whereby the world that then was, being overflowed with water, perished: 

2Pe:3:7: But the heavens and the earth, which are now, by the same word are kept in store, reserved unto 
fire against the day of judgment and perdition of ungodly men. 

2Pe:3:8: But, beloved, be not ignorant of this one thing, that one day is with the Lord as a thousand years, and a 
thousand years as one day. 

2Pe:3:9: The Lord is not slack concerning his promise, as some men count slackness; but is longsuffering to 
us-ward, not willing that any should perish, but that all should come to repentance. 

2Pe:3:10: But the day of the Lord will come as a thief in the night; in the which the heavens shall pass away 
with a great noise, and the elements shall melt with fervent heat, the earth also and the works that are 
therein shall be burned up. 

2Pe:3:ll: Seeing then that all these things shall be dissolved, what manner of persons ought ye to be in all holy 
conversation and godliness, 

2Pe:3:12: Looking for and hasting unto the coming of the day of God, wherein the heavens being on fire shall be 
dissolved, and the elements shall melt with fervent heat? 

2Pe:3:13: Nevertheless we, according to his promise, look for new heavens and a new earth, wherein dwelleth 
righteousness. 

2Pe:3:14: Wherefore, beloved, seeing that ye look for such things, be diligent that ye may be found of him in peace, 
without spot, and blameless. 

2Pe:3:15: And account that the longsuffering of our Lord is salvation; even as our beloved brother Paul also 
according to the wisdom given unto him hath written unto you; 
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2Pe:3:16: As also in all his epistles, speaking in them of these things; in which are some things hard to be understood, 
which they that are unlearned and unstable wrest, as they do also the other scriptures, unto their own destruction. 



Uo:2:18: Little children, it is the last time: and as ye have heard that antichrist shall come, even now are there 

many antichrists; whereby we know that it is the last time. 

Uo:2:19: They went out from us, but they were not of us; for if they had been of us, they would no doubt have 
continued with us: but they went out, that they might be made manifest that they were not all of us. 

Uo:2:20: But ye have an unction from the Holy One, and ye know all things. 

Uo:2:21: I have not written unto you because ye know not the truth, but because ye know it, and that no lie is of the 
truth. 

Uo:2:22: Who is a liar but he that denieth that Jesus is the Christ? He is antichrist, that denieth the Father 
and the Son. 

Uo:2:23: Whosoever denieth the Son, the same hath not the Father: (but) he that acknowledgeth the Son 
hath the Father also. 

Uo:2:24: Let that therefore abide in you, which ye have heard from the beginning. If that which ye have heard from the 
beginning shall remain in you, ye also shall continue in the Son, and in the Father. 

Uo:2:25: And this is the promise that he hath promised us, even eternal life. 



Da:9:24: Seventy weeks are determined upon thy people and upon thy holy city, to finish the transgression, 

and to make an end of sins, and to make reconciliation for iniquity, and to bring in everlasting righteousness, and to seal 
up the vision and prophecy, and to anoint the most Holy. 

Da:9:25: Know therefore and understand, that from the going forth of the commandment to restore and to build 
Jerusalem unto the Messiah the Prince shall be seven weeks, and threescore and two weeks: the street shall 
be built again, and the wall, even in troublous times. 

Da:9:26: And after threescore and two weeks shall Messiah be cut off, but not for himself: and the people of 



the prince that shall come shall destroy the city and the sanctuary; and the end thereof shall be with a flood, 
and unto the end of the war desolations are determined. 

Da:9:27: And he shall confirm the covenant with many for one week: and in the midst of the week he shall 
cause the sacrifice and the oblation to cease, and for the overspreading of abominations he shall make it 
desolate, even until the consummation, and that determined shall be poured upon the desolate.

M't:25:40: And the King shall answer and say unto them, Verily I say unto you, Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of the 
least of these my brethren, ye have done it unto me. 

M't:25:41: Then shall he say also unto them on the left hand, Depart from me, ye cursed, into everlasting fire, prepared for the devil 
and his angels: 

M't:25:42: For I was an hungred, and ye gave me no meat: I was thirsty, and ye gave me no drink: 

M't:25:43: I was a stranger, and ye took me not in: naked, and ye clothed me not: sick, and in prison, and ye visited me not. 

M't:25:44: Then shall they also answer him, saying, Lord, when saw we thee an hungred, or athirst, or a stranger, or naked, or sick, 
or in prison, and did not minister unto thee? 

M't:25:45: Then shall he answer them, saying, Verily I say unto you, Inasmuch as ye did it not to one of the least of these, ye 
did it not to me. 

M't:25:46: And these shall go away into everlasting punishment: but the righteous into life eternal. 
2Th:l:6: Seeing it is a righteous thing with God to recompense tribulation to them that trouble you; 

2Th:l:7: And to you who are troubled rest with us, when the Lord Jesus shall be revealed from heaven with his mighty angels, 

2Th:l:8: In flaming fire taking vengeance on them that know not God, and that obey not the gospel of our Lord Jesus 
Christ: 

2Th:l:9: Who shall be punished with everlasting destruction from the presence of the Lord, and from the glory of his 
power; 

2Th:l:10: When he shall come to be glorified in his saints, and to be admired in all them that believe (because our 
testimony among you was believed) in that day. 



lCo:4:5: Therefore judge nothing before the time, until the Lord come, who both will bring to light the hidden things of 
darkness, and will make manifest the counsels of the hearts: and then shall every man have praise of God. 
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Joh:5:26: For as the Father hath life in himself; so hath he given to the Son to have life in himself; 

Joh:5:27: And hath given him authority to execute judgment also, because he is the Son of man. 

Joh:5:28: Marvel not at this: for the hour is coming, in the which all that are in the graves shall hear his voice, 

Joh:5:29: And shall come forth; they that have done good, unto the resurrection of life; and they that have done evil, unto 
the resurrection of damnation. 

Jude:l:14: And Enoch also, the seventh from Adam, prophesied of these, saying, Behold, the Lord cometh with ten thousands of 
his saints, 

Jude:l:15: To execute judgment upon all, and to convince all that are ungodly among them of all their ungodly deeds 
which they have ungodly committed, and of all their hard speeches which ungodly sinners have spoken against him. 

Re:22:12: And, behold, I come quickly; and my reward is with me, to give every man according as his work shall be. 

Heb:9:27: And as it is appointed unto men once to die, but after this the judgment: 

Heb:9:28: So Christ was once offered to bear the sins of many; and unto them that look for him shall he appear the second 
time without sin unto salvation. 



The salvation of all creation. All things work together for those who love God 
Ro:8: 19: For the earnest expectation of the creature waiteth for the manifestation of the sons of God. 
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Ro:8:20: For the creature was made subject to vanity, not willingly, but by reason of him who hath subjected the same in hope, 

Ro:8:21: Because the creature itself also shall be delivered from the bondage of corruption into the glorious liberty of the children of 
God. 

Ro:8:22: For we know that the whole creation groaneth and travaileth in pain together until now. 

Ro:8:23: And not only they, but ourselves also, which have the firstfruits of the Spirit, even we ourselves groan within ourselves, 
waiting for the adoption, to wit, the redemption of our body. 

Ro:8:24: For we are saved by hope: but hope that is seen is not hope: for what a man seeth, why doth he yet hope for? 
Ro:8:25: But if we hope for that we see not, then do we with patience wait for it. 

Ro:8:26: Likewise the Spirit also helpeth our infirmities: for we know not what we should pray for as we ought: but the Spirit itself 
maketh intercession for us with groanings which cannot be uttered. 

Ro:8:27: And he that searcheth the hearts knoweth what is the mind of the Spirit, because he maketh intercession for the 
saints according to the will of God. 

Ro:8:28: And we know that all things work together for good to them that love God, to them who are the called according 
to his purpose. 

Ro:8:33: Who shall lay any thing to the charge of God's elect? It is God that justifieth. 

Ro:8:34: Who is he that condemneth? It is Christ that died, yea rather, that is risen again, who is even at the right hand of 
God, who also maketh intercession for us. 

Ro:8:35: Who shall separate us from the love of Christ? shall tribulation, or distress, or persecution, or famine, or nakedness, or 
peril, or sword? 

Ro:8:36: As it is written, For thy sake we are killed all the day long; we are accounted as sheep for the slaughter. 
Ro:8:37: Nay, in all these things we are more than conquerors through him that loved us. 

Ro:8:38: For I am persuaded, that neither death, nor life, nor angels, nor principalities, nor powers, nor things present, nor things to 
come, 

Ro:8:39: Nor height, nor depth, nor any other creature, shall be able to separate us from the love of God, which is in Christ Jesus our 
Lord. 
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ISRAEL at the Second Coming 



Eze:39:21: And I will set my glory among the heathen, and all the heathen shall see my judgment that I have executed, and my hand 
that I have laid upon them. 

Eze:39:22: So the house of Israel shall know that I am the LORD their God from that day and forward. 

Eze:39:23: And the heathen shall know that the house of Israel went into captivity for their iniquity: because they trespassed against 
me, therefore hid I my face from them, and gave them into the hand of their enemies: so fell they all by the sword. 

Eze:39:24: According to their uncleanness and according to their transgressions have I done unto them, and hid my face from them. 

Eze:39:25: Therefore thus saith the Lord GOD; Now will I bring again the captivity of Jacob, and have mercy upon the whole house of 
Israel, and will be jealous for my holy name; 

Eze:39:26: After that they have borne their shame, and all their trespasses whereby they have trespassed against me, when they 
dwelt safely in their land, and none made them afraid. 

Eze:39:27: When I have brought them again from the people, and gathered them out of their enemies' lands, and am sanctified in 
them in the sight of many nations; 

Eze:39:28: Then shall they know that I am the LORD their God, which cause them to be led into captivity among the heathen: but I 
have gathered them unto their own land, and have left none of them any more there. 

Eze:39:29: Neither will I hide my face any more from them: for I have poured out my spirit upon the house of Israel, saith 
the Lord GOD. 



Salvation of all nations - The new heaven and the new earth 

Isa:66:18: For I know their works and their thoughts: it shall come, that I will gather all nations and tongues; and they shall 
come, and see my glory. 

Isa:66:19: And I will set a sign among them, and I will send those that escape of them unto the nations, to Tarshish, Pul, and Lud, 
that draw the bow, to Tubal, and Javan, to the isles afar off, that have not heard my fame, neither have seen my glory; and they shall 
declare my glory among the Gentiles. 
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Isa:66:20: And they shall bring all your brethren for an offering unto the LORD out of all nations upon horses, and in chariots, and in 
litters, and upon mules, and upon swift beasts, to my holy mountain Jerusalem, saith the LORD, as the children of Israel bring an 
offering in a clean vessel into the house of the LORD. 

Isa:66:21: And I will also take of them for priests and for Levites, saith the LORD. 

Isa:66:22: For as the new heavens and the new earth, which I will make, shall remain before me, saith the LORD, so shall 
your seed and your name remain. 

Isa:66:23: And it shall come to pass, that from one new moon to another, and from one sabbath to another, shall all flesh 
come to worship before me, saith the LORD. 



Da:7:14: And there was given him dominion, and glory, and a kingdom, that all people, nations, and languages, should 
serve him: his dominion is an everlasting dominion, which shall not pass away, and his kingdom that which shall not be destroyed. 



Zee: 14:4: And his feet shall stand in that day upon the mount of Olives, which is before Jerusalem on the east, and the mount of 
Olives shall cleave in the midst thereof toward the east and toward the west, and there shall be a very great valley; and half of the 
mountain shall remove toward the north, and half of it toward the south. 

Zec:14:5: And ye shall flee to the valley of the mountains; for the valley of the mountains shall reach unto Azal: yea, ye shall flee, like 
as ye fled from before the earthquake in the days of Uzziah king of Judah: and the LORD my God shall come, and all the saints 
with thee. 

Zee: 14:6: And it shall come to pass in that day, that the light shall not be clear, nor dark: 

Zee: 14:7: But it shall be one day which shall be known to the LORD, not day, nor night: but it shall come to pass, that at evening 
time it shall be light. 
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Zee: 14:8: And it shall be in that day, that living waters shall go out from Jerusalem; half of them toward the former sea, and 
half of them toward the hinder sea: in summer and in winter shall it be. 

Zee: 14:9: And the LORD shall be king over all the earth: in that day shall there be one LORD, and his name one. 
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REVELATION - The spiritual visions of John 



Revelation 4:1-2. John is taken up to heaven. 

Re:4:l: After this I looked, and, behold, a door was opened in heaven: and the first voice which I heard was as it were 
of a trumpet talking with me; which said, Come up hither, and I will shew thee things which must be hereafter. 

Re:4:2: And immediately I was in the spirit: and, behold, a throne was set in heaven, and one sat on the throne. 



Revelation 6:1-2. Christ opens the first of the seven-sealed scrolls, and the rider on the white horse 
appears 

Re:6:l: And I saw when the Lamb opened one of the seals, and I heard, as it were the noise of thunder, one of the 
four beasts saying, Come and see. 

Re:6:2: And I saw, and behold a white horse: and he that sat on him had a bow; and a crown was given unto him: and 
he went forth conquering, and to conquer. 



Revelation 6:3-4. The second seal introduces the red horse and a great world war. 

Re:6:3: And when he had opened the second seal, I heard the second beast say, Come and see. 

Re:6:4: And there went out another horse that was red: and power was given to him that sat thereon to take peace 
from the earth, and that they should kill one another: and there was given unto him a great sword. 



Revelation 6:5-6. The third seal, the black horse, suffering of famine and inflation 



Re:6:5: And when he had opened the third seal, I heard the third beast say, Come and see. And I beheld, and lo a 
black horse; and he that sat on him had a pair of balances in his hand. 

Re:6:6: And I heard a voice in the midst of the four beasts say, A measure of wheat for a penny, and three measures of 
barley for a penny; and see thou hurt not the oil and the wine. 



Revelation 6:7-8. The fourth seal, the pale horse results in death through various means 

Re:6:7: And when he had opened the fourth seal, I heard the voice of the fourth beast say, Come and see. 

Re:6:8: And I looked, and behold a pale horse: and his name that sat on him was Death, and Hell followed with him. 
And power was given unto them over the fourth part of the earth, to kill with sword, and with hunger, and 
with death, and with the beasts of the earth. 



Revelation 6:9-11. The fifth seal and the martyrs that are in heaven and those that still are awaited as 
such 

Re:6:9: And when he had opened the fifth seal, I saw under the altar the souls of them that were slain for the word of 
God, and for the testimony which they held: 

Re:6:10: And they cried with a loud voice, saying, How long, 0 Lord, holy and true, dost thou not judge and avenge our 
blood on them that dwell on the earth? 

Re:6:ll: And white robes were given unto every one of them; and it was said unto them, that they should rest yet 
for a little season, until their fellowservants also and their brethren, that should be killed as they were, 
should be fulfilled. 



Revelation 6:12-17. The sixth seal exhibits the wrath of God 



Re:6:12: And I beheld when he had opened the sixth seal, and, lo, there was a great earthquake; and the sun 

became black as sackcloth of hair, and the moon became as blood; 

Re:6:13: And the stars of heaven fell unto the earth, even as a fig tree casteth her untimely figs, when she is shaken of 
a mighty wind. 

Re:6:14: And the heaven departed as a scroll when it is rolled together; and every mountain and island were moved out 
of their places. 

Re:6:15: And the kings of the earth, and the great men, and the rich men, and the chief captains, and the mighty men, 
and every bondman, and every free man, hid themselves in the dens and in the rocks of the mountains; 

Re:6:16: And said to the mountains and rocks, Fall on us, and hide us from the face of him that sitteth on the throne, 
and from the wrath of the Lamb: 

Re:6: 17: For the great day of his wrath is come; and who shall be able to stand? 



Revelation 8:1-6. The seventh seal introduces the seven Trumpet Judgments 

Re:8: 1: And when he had opened the seventh seal, there was silence in heaven about the space of half an hour. 

Re:8:2: And I saw the seven angels which stood before God; and to them were given seven trumpets. 

Re:8:3: And another angel came and stood at the altar, having a golden censer; and there was given unto him much 
incense, that he should offer it with the prayers of all saints upon the golden altar which was before the throne. 

Re:8:4: And the smoke of the incense, which came with the prayers of the saints, ascended up before God out of the 
angel's hand. 

Re:8:5: And the angel took the censer, and filled it with fire of the altar, and cast it into the earth: and there 



were voices, and thunderings, and lightnings, and an earthquake. 

Re:8:6: And the seven angels which had the seven trumpets prepared themselves to sound. 



Revelation 8:7. The first trumpet judgment 

Re:8:7: The first angel sounded, and there followed hail and fire mingled with blood, and they were cast upon the 
earth: and the third part of trees was burnt up, and all green grass was burnt up. 



Revelation 8:8-9. The second trumpet 

Re:8:8: And the second angel sounded, and as it were a great mountain burning with fire was cast into the sea: 
and the third part of the sea became blood; 

Re:8:9: And the third part of the creatures which were in the sea, and had life, died; and the third part of the 
ships were destroyed. 



Revelation 8:10-11. The third trumpet 

Re:8:10: And the third angel sounded, and there fell a great star from heaven, burning as it were a lamp, and it fell 
upon the third part of the rivers, and upon the fountains of waters; 

Re:8:ll: And the name of the star is called Wormwood: and the third part of the waters became wormwood; and many 
men died of the waters, because they were made bitter. 



Revelation 8:12. The fourth trumpet 



Re:8:12: And the fourth angel sounded, and the third part of the sun was smitten, and the third part of the 
moon, and the third part of the stars; so as the third part of them was darkened, and the day shone not for a third 
part of it, and the night likewise. 



Revelation 8:13. A special angel flies around the earth, warning that worse judgments are to come. 

Re:8:13: And I beheld, and heard an angel flying through the midst of heaven, saying with a loud voice, Woe, 
woe, woe, to the inhabiters of the earth by reason of the other voices of the trumpet of the three angels, 
which are yet to sound! 



Revelation 9: 1-12. The fifth trumpet 

Re:9:l: And the fifth angel sounded, and I saw a star fall from heaven unto the earth: and to him was given the 
key of the bottomless pit. 

Re:9:2: And he opened the bottomless pit; and there arose a smoke out of the pit, as the smoke of a great furnace; and 
the sun and the air were darkened by reason of the smoke of the pit. 

Re:9:3: And there came out of the smoke locusts upon the earth: and unto them was given power, as the scorpions of 
the earth have power. 

Re:9:4: And it was commanded them that they should not hurt the grass of the earth, neither any green 
thing, neither any tree; but only those men which have not the seal of God in their foreheads. 

Re:9:5: And to them it was given that they should not kill them, but that they should be tormented five months: and 
their torment was as the torment of a scorpion, when he striketh a man. 

Re:9:6: And in those days shall men seek death, and shall not find it; and shall desire to die, and death shall flee from 



them. 



Re:9:7: And the shapes of the locusts were like unto horses prepared unto battle; and on their heads were as 
it were crowns like gold, and their faces were as the faces of men. 

Re:9:8: And they had hair as the hair of women, and their teeth were as the teeth of lions. 

Re:9:9: And they had breastplates, as it were breastplates of iron; and the sound of their wings was as the 
sound of chariots of many horses running to battle. 

Re:9:10: And they had tails like unto scorpions, and there were stings in their tails: and their power was to 
hurt men five months. 

Re:9:ll: And they had a king over them, which is the angel of the bottomless pit, whose name in the Hebrew 
tongue is Abaddon, but in the Greek tongue hath his name Apollyon. 

Re:9:12: One woe is past; and, behold, there come two woes more hereafter. 



Revelation 9:13. The sixth trumpet 

Re:9:13: And the sixth angel sounded, and I heard a voice from the four horns of the golden altar which is before 
God, 

Re:9:14: Saying to the sixth angel which had the trumpet, Loose the four angels which are bound in the great 
river Euphrates. 

Re:9:15: And the four angels were loosed, which were prepared for an hour, and a day, and a month, and a year, for to 
slay the third part of men. 

Re:9:16: And the number of the army of the horsemen were two hundred thousand thousand: and I heard the number 
of them. 

Re:9:17: And thus I saw the horses in the vision, and them that sat on them, having breastplates of fire, and of jacinth, 



and brimstone: and the heads of the horses were as the heads of lions; and out of their mouths issued fire and smoke 
and brimstone. 

Re:9:18: By these three was the third part of men killed, by the fire, and by the smoke, and by the brimstone, 
which issued out of their mouths. 

Re:9:19: For their power is in their mouth, and in their tails: for their tails were like unto serpents, and had heads, and 
with them they do hurt. 

Re:9:20: And the rest of the men which were not killed by these plagues yet repented not of the works of 
their hands, that they should not worship devils, and idols of gold, and silver, and brass, and stone, and of 
wood: which neither can see, nor hear, nor walk: 

Re:9:21: Neither repented they of their murders, nor of their sorceries, nor of their fornication, nor of their thefts. 



Revelation 11:3-14. The two witnesses 



Re:ll:l: And there was given me a reed like unto a rod: and the angel stood, saying, Rise, and measure the temple 
of God, and the altar, and them that worship therein. 

Re: 11:2: But the court which is without the temple leave out, and measure it not; for it is given unto the 
Gentiles: and the holy city shall they tread under foot forty and two months. 

Re: 11:3: And I will give power unto my two witnesses, and they shall prophesy a thousand two hundred and 
threescore days, clothed in sackcloth. 

Re: 11:4: These are the two olive trees, and the two candlesticks standing before the God of the earth. 

Re: 11:5: And if any man will hurt them, fire proceedeth out of their mouth, and devoureth their enemies: and 
if any man will hurt them, he must in this manner be killed. 

Re:ll:6: These have power to shut heaven, that it rain not in the days of their prophecy: and have power over waters to 



turn them to blood, and to smite the earth with all plagues, as often as they will. 

Re: 11:7: And when they shall have finished their testimony, the beast that ascendeth out of the bottomless 
pit shall make war against them, and shall overcome them, and kill them. 

Re:ll:8: And their dead bodies shall lie in the street of the great city, which spiritually is called Sodom and Egypt, where 
also our Lord was crucified. 

Re: 11:9: And they of the people and kindreds and tongues and nations shall see their dead bodies three days and an 
half, and shall not suffer their dead bodies to be put in graves. 

Re: 11: 10: And they that dwell upon the earth shall rejoice over them, and make merry, and shall send gifts one to 
another; because these two prophets tormented them that dwelt on the earth. 

Re: 11: 11: And after three days and an half the Spirit of life from God entered into them, and they stood upon their feet; 
and great fear fell upon them which saw them. 

Re: 11: 12: And they heard a great voice from heaven saying unto them, Come up hither. And they ascended up to 
heaven in a cloud; and their enemies beheld them. 

Re:ll:13: And the same hour was there a great earthquake, and the tenth part of the city fell, and in the 

earthquake were slain of men seven thousand: and the remnant were affrighted, and gave glory to the God of heaven. 

Re: 11: 14: The second woe is past; and, behold, the third woe cometh quickly. 



Revelation 11:15. The seventh trumpet 



Re: 11: 15: And the seventh angel sounded; and there were great voices in heaven, saying, The kingdoms of this 
world are become the kingdoms of our Lord, and of his Christ; and he shall reign for ever and ever. 



Revelation 12:1-17 The woman clothed with the sun and the dragon 



Re:12:l: And there appeared a great wonder in heaven; a woman clothed with the sun, and the moon under her 
feet, and upon her head a crown of twelve stars: 

Re: 12:2: And she being with child cried, travailing in birth, and pained to be delivered. 

Re: 12:3: And there appeared another wonder in heaven; and behold a great red dragon, having seven heads and 
ten horns, and seven crowns upon his heads. 

Re: 12:4: And his tail drew the third part of the stars of heaven, and did cast them to the earth: and the dragon 
stood before the woman which was ready to be delivered, for to devour her child as soon as it was born. 

Re: 12:5: And she brought forth a man child, who was to rule all nations with a rod of iron: and her child was caught up 
unto God, and to his throne. 

Re: 12:6: And the woman fled into the wilderness, where she hath a place prepared of God, that they should feed her 
there a thousand two hundred and threescore days. 

Re: 12:7: And there was war in heaven: Michael and his angels fought against the dragon; and the dragon 
fought and his angels, 

Re: 12:8: And prevailed not; neither was their place found any more in heaven. 

Re: 12:9: And the great dragon was cast out, that old serpent, called the Devil, and Satan, which deceiveth 
the whole world: he was cast out into the earth, and his angels were cast out with him. 

Re: 12: 10: And I heard a loud voice saying in heaven, Now is come salvation, and strength, and the kingdom of 
our God, and the power of his Christ: for the accuser of our brethren is cast down, which accused them 
before our God day and night. 

Re:12:ll: And they overcame him by the blood of the Lamb, and by the word of their testimony; and they 
loved not their lives unto the death. 

Re: 12: 12: Therefore rejoice, ye heavens, and ye that dwell in them. Woe to the inhabiters of the earth and of the sea! 
for the devil is come down unto you, having great wrath, because he knoweth that he hath but a short time. 

Re: 12: 13: And when the dragon saw that he was cast unto the earth, he persecuted the woman which brought 
forth the man child. 

Re: 12: 14: And to the woman were given two wings of a great eagle, that she might fly into the wilderness, into her 



place, where she is nourished for a time, and times, and half a time, from the face of the serpent. 

Re: 12:15: And the serpent cast out of his mouth water as a flood after the woman, that he might cause her to be carried 
away of the flood. 

Re: 12: 16: And the earth helped the woman, and the earth opened her mouth, and swallowed up the flood which the 
dragon cast out of his mouth. 

Re: 12: 17: And the dragon was wroth with the woman, and went to make war with the remnant of her seed, 
which keep the commandments of God, and have the testimony of Jesus Christ. 



Revelation 13:1-3. The beast with a healed wound 



Re: 13:1: And I stood upon the sand of the sea, and saw a beast rise up out of the sea, having seven heads and 
ten horns, and upon his horns ten crowns, and upon his heads the name of blasphemy. 

Re: 13:2: And the beast which I saw was like unto a leopard, and his feet were as the feet of a bear, and his 
mouth as the mouth of a lion: and the dragon gave him his power, and his seat, and great authority. 

Re: 13:3: And I saw one of his heads as it were wounded to death; and his deadly wound was healed: and all 
the world wondered after the beast. 



Revelation 13:4-10. The world worshipped the dragon and the beast, who overcomed the saints 

Re: 13:4: And they worshipped the dragon which gave power unto the beast: and they worshipped the beast, 

saying, Who is like unto the beast? who is able to make war with him? 

Re: 13:5: And there was given unto him a mouth speaking great things and blasphemies; and power was given unto him 
to continue forty and two months. 

Re: 13:6: And he opened his mouth in blasphemy against God, to blaspheme his name, and his tabernacle, and them 
that dwell in heaven. 



Re: 13:7: And it was given unto him to make war with the saints, and to overcome them: and power was given 
him over all kindreds, and tongues, and nations. 

Re: 13:8: And all that dwell upon the earth shall worship him, whose names are not written in the book of life of the 
Lamb slain from the foundation of the world. 

Re: 13:9: If any man have an ear, let him hear. 

Re: 13: 10: He that leadeth into captivity shall go into captivity: he that killeth with the sword must be killed 
with the sword. Here is the patience and the faith of the saints. 



Revelation 13: 11-18. The second beast supporting the first one. The mark of the beast. 666 

Re: 13:11: And I beheld another beast coming up out of the earth; and he had two horns like a lamb, and he 
spake as a dragon. 

Re: 13: 12: And he exerciseth all the power of the first beast before him, and causeth the earth and them which dwell 
therein to worship the first beast, whose deadly wound was healed. 

Re:13:13: And he doeth great wonders, so that he maketh fire come down from heaven on the earth in the sight of men, 

Re: 13: 14: And deceiveth them that dwell on the earth by the means of those miracles which he had power to 
do in the sight of the beast; saying to them that dwell on the earth, that they should make an image to the 
beast, which had the wound by a sword, and did live. 

Re: 13: 15: And he had power to give life unto the image of the beast, that the image of the beast should both speak, and 
cause that as many as would not worship the image of the beast should be killed. 

Re: 13: 16: And he causeth all, both small and great, rich and poor, free and bond, to receive a mark in their 
right hand, or in their foreheads: 

Re: 13: 17: And that no man might buy or sell, save he that had the mark, or the name of the beast, or the 



number of his name. 



Re:13:18: Here is wisdom. Let him that hath understanding count the number of the beast: for it is the number 
of a man; and his number is Six hundred threescore and six. 



Revelation 14:3-12. The new song. The angel with the everlasting gospel. Babylon is fallen. Fate of 
those worshipping the beast 

Re: 14:3: And they sung as it were a new song before the throne, and before the four beasts, and the elders: and no 
man could learn that song but the hundred and forty and four thousand, which were redeemed from the earth. 

Re: 14:4: These are they which were not defiled with women; for they are virgins. These are they which follow the Lamb 
whithersoever he goeth. These were redeemed from among men, being the firstfruits unto God and to the Lamb. 

Re: 14:6: And I saw another angel fly in the midst of heaven, having the everlasting gospel to preach unto 
them that dwell on the earth, and to every nation, and kindred, and tongue, and people, 

Re: 14:7: Saying with a loud voice, Fear God, and give glory to him; for the hour of his judgment is come: and worship 
him that made heaven, and earth, and the sea, and the fountains of waters. 

Re: 14:8: And there followed another angel, saying, Babylon is fallen, is fallen, that great city, because she 
made all nations drink of the wine of the wrath of her fornication. 

Re: 14:9: And the third angel followed them, saying with a loud voice, If any man worship the beast and his 
image, and receive his mark in his forehead, or in his hand, 

Re: 14: 10: The same shall drink of the wine of the wrath of God, which is poured out without mixture into the 
cup of his indignation; and he shall be tormented with fire and brimstone in the presence of the holy angels, 
and in the presence of the Lamb: 

Re:14:ll: And the smoke of their torment ascendeth up for ever and ever: and they have no rest day nor night, who 
worship the beast and his image, and whosoever receiveth the mark of his name. 

Re: 14: 12: Here is the patience of the saints: here are they that keep the commandments of God, and the faith of Jesus. 



Revelation 15:5-8. The seven angels with the seven plagues 

Re: 15:5: And after that I looked, and, behold, the temple of the tabernacle of the testimony in heaven was opened: 

Re: 15:6: And the seven angels came out of the temple, having the seven plagues, clothed in pure and white 
linen, and having their breasts girded with golden girdles. 

Re: 15:7: And one of the four beasts gave unto the seven angels seven golden vials full of the wrath of God, who 

liveth for ever and ever. 

Re: 15:8: And the temple was filled with smoke from the glory of God, and from his power; and no man was able to enter 
into the temple, till the seven plagues of the seven angels were fulfilled. 



Revelation 16: 1-2. The first vial 



Re:16:l: And I heard a great voice out of the temple saying to the seven angels, Go your ways, and pour out the vials of 
the wrath of God upon the earth. 

Re: 16:2: And the first went, and poured out his vial upon the earth; and there fell a noisome and grievous sore 
upon the men which had the mark of the beast, and upon them which worshipped his image. 



Revelation 16:3. The second vial 



Re: 16:3: And the second angel poured out his vial upon the sea; and it became as the blood of a dead man: and 
every living soul died in the sea. 



Revelation 16:4. The third vial 

Re: 16:4: And the third angel poured out his vial upon the rivers and fountains of waters; and they became 
blood. 

Revelation 16: 8-9. The fourth vial 

Re: 16:8: And the fourth angel poured out his vial upon the sun; and power was given unto him to scorch men with 
fire. 

Re: 16:9: And men were scorched with great heat, and blasphemed the name of God, which hath power over these 
plagues: and they repented not to give him glory. 

Revelation 16:10-11. The fifth vial 

Re: 16: 10: And the fifth angel poured out his vial upon the seat of the beast; and his kingdom was full of 
darkness; and they gnawed their tongues for pain, 

Re: 16: 11: And blasphemed the God of heaven because of their pains and their sores, and repented not of their deeds. 
Revelation 16:13-16. The sixth vial 

Re: 16:13: And I saw three unclean spirits like frogs come out of the mouth of the dragon, and out of the mouth 
of the beast, and out of the mouth of the false prophet. 



Re: 16: 14: For they are the spirits of devils, working miracles, which go forth unto the kings of the earth and of 
the whole world, to gather them to the battle of that great day of God Almighty. 

Re: 16: 15: Behold, I come as a thief. Blessed is he that watcheth, and keepeth his garments, lest he walk naked, and 
they see his shame. 

Re: 16: 16: And he gathered them together into a place called in the Hebrew tongue Armageddon. 



Revelation 16:17-21. The seventh vial 

Re:16:17: And the seventh angel poured out his vial into the air; and there came a great voice out of the temple of 
heaven, from the throne, saying, It is done. 

Re: 16: 18: And there were voices, and thunders, and lightnings; and there was a great earthquake, such as 
was not since men were upon the earth, so mighty an earthquake, and so great. 

Re:16:19: And the great city was divided into three parts, and the cities of the nations fell: and great Babylon came in 
remembrance before God, to give unto her the cup of the wine of the fierceness of his wrath. 

Re: 16:20: And every island fled away, and the mountains were not found. 

Re: 16:21: And there fell upon men a great hail out of heaven, every stone about the weight of a talent: and men 
blasphemed God because of the plague of the hail; for the plague thereof was exceeding great. 



Revelation 17:1-18, The judgment of the great whore 

Re:17:l: And there came one of the seven angels which had the seven vials, and talked with me, saying unto me, Come 
hither; I will shew unto thee the judgment of the great whore that sitteth upon many waters: 

Re: 17:2: With whom the kings of the earth have committed fornication, and the inhabitants of the earth have 



been made drunk with the wine of her fornication. 



Re: 17:3: So he carried me away in the spirit into the wilderness: and I saw a woman sit upon a scarlet coloured 
beast, full of names of blasphemy, having seven heads and ten horns. 

Re: 17:4: And the woman was arrayed in purple and scarlet colour, and decked with gold and precious stones 
and pearls, having a golden cup in her hand full of abominations and filthiness of her fornication: 

Re: 17:5: And upon her forehead was a name written, MYSTERY, BABYLON THE GREAT, THE MOTHER OF 
HARLOTS AND ABOMINATIONS OF THE EARTH. 

Re: 17:6: And I saw the woman drunken with the blood of the saints, and with the blood of the martyrs of 
Jesus: and when I saw her, I wondered with great admiration. 

Re: 17:7: And the angel said unto me, Wherefore didst thou marvel? I will tell thee the mystery of the woman, and of 
the beast that carrieth her, which hath the seven heads and ten horns. 

Re: 17:8: The beast that thou sawest was, and is not; and shall ascend out of the bottomless pit, and go into 
perdition: and they that dwell on the earth shall wonder, whose names were not written in the book of life from the 
foundation of the world, when they behold the beast that was, and is not, and yet is. 

Re: 17:9: And here is the mind which hath wisdom. The seven heads are seven mountains, on which the woman 
sitteth. 

Re: 17: 10: And there are seven kings: five are fallen, and one is, and the other is not yet come; and when he 
cometh, he must continue a short space. 

Re:17:ll: And the beast that was, and is not, even he is the eighth, and is of the seven, and goeth into 
perdition. 

Re: 17: 12: And the ten horns which thou sawest are ten kings, which have received no kingdom as yet; but 

receive power as kings one hour with the beast. 

Re: 17: 13: These have one mind, and shall give their power and strength unto the beast. 

Re:17:14: These shall make war with the Lamb, and the Lamb shall overcome them: for he is Lord of lords, 
and King of kings: and they that are with him are called, and chosen, and faithful. 

Re: 17: 15: And he saith unto me, The waters which thou sawest, where the whore sitteth, are peoples, and 



multitudes, and nations, and tongues. 

Re: 17: 16: And the ten horns which thou sawest upon the beast, these shall hate the whore, and shall make 
her desolate and naked, and shall eat her flesh, and burn her with fire. 

Re:17:17: For God hath put in their hearts to fulfil his will, and to agree, and give their kingdom unto the beast, until the 
words of God shall be fulfilled. 

Re: 17: 18: And the woman which thou sawest is that great city, which reigneth over the kings of the earth. 



Revelation 18:1-24. The destruction of Babylon - the new world order 

Re:18:l: And after these things I saw another angel come down from heaven, having great power; and the 
earth was lightened with his glory. 

Re: 18:2: And he cried mightily with a strong voice, saying, Babylon the great is fallen, is fallen, and is become the 
habitation of devils, and the hold of every foul spirit, and a cage of every unclean and hateful bird. 

Re: 18:3: For all nations have drunk of the wine of the wrath of her fornication, and the kings of the earth have 
committed fornication with her, and the merchants of the earth are waxed rich through the abundance of her delicacies. 

Re: 18:4: And I heard another voice from heaven, saying, Come out of her, my people, that ye be not partakers of 
her sins, and that ye receive not of her plagues. 

Re: 18:5: For her sins have reached unto heaven, and God hath remembered her iniquities. 

Re: 18:6: Reward her even as she rewarded you, and double unto her double according to her works: in the cup which 
she hath filled fill to her double. 

Re: 18:7: How much she hath glorified herself, and lived deliciously, so much torment and sorrow give her: for she 
saith in her heart, I sit a queen, and am no widow, and shall see no sorrow. 

Re: 18:8: Therefore shall her plagues come in one day, death, and mourning, and famine; and she shall be 
utterly burned with fire: for strong is the Lord God who judgeth her. 



Re: 18:9: And the kings of the earth, who have committed fornication and lived deliciously with her, shall 
bewail her, and lament for her, when they shall see the smoke of her burning, 

Re: 18: 10: Standing afar off for the fear of her torment, saying, Alas, alas, that great city Babylon, that mighty city! for 
in one hour is thy judgment come. 

Re:18:ll: And the merchants of the earth shall weep and mourn over her; for no man buyeth their merchandise 
any more: 

Re: 18: 12: The merchandise of gold, and silver, and precious stones, and of pearls, and fine linen, and purple, and silk, 
and scarlet, and all thyine wood, and all manner vessels of ivory, and all manner vessels of most precious wood, and of 
brass, and iron, and marble, 

Re: 18: 13: And cinnamon, and odours, and ointments, and frankincense, and wine, and oil, and fine flour, and wheat, 
and beasts, and sheep, and horses, and chariots, and slaves, and souls of men. 

Re: 18: 14: And the fruits that thy soul lusted after are departed from thee, and all things which were dainty and goodly 
are departed from thee, and thou shalt find them no more at all. 

Re: 18: 15: The merchants of these things, which were made rich by her, shall stand afar off for the fear of her 
torment, weeping and wailing, 

Re: 18: 16: And saying, Alas, alas, that great city, that was clothed in fine linen, and purple, and scarlet, and decked with 
gold, and precious stones, and pearls! 

Re: 18: 17: For in one hour so great riches is come to nought. And every shipmaster, and all the company in ships, and 
sailors, and as many as trade by sea, stood afar off, 

Re: 18: 18: And cried when they saw the smoke of her burning, saying, What city is like unto this great city! 

Re:18:19: And they cast dust on their heads, and cried, weeping and wailing, saying, Alas, alas, that great city, wherein 
were made rich all that had ships in the sea by reason of her costliness! for in one hour is she made desolate. 

Re: 18:20: Rejoice over her, thou heaven, and ye holy apostles and prophets; for God hath avenged you on 



her 



Re: 18:21: And a mighty angel took up a stone like a great millstone, and cast it into the sea, saying, Thus with 
violence shall that great city Babylon be thrown down, and shall be found no more at all. 

Re: 18:22: And the voice of harpers, and musicians, and of pipers, and trumpeters, shall be heard no more at all in thee; 
and no craftsman, of whatsoever craft he be, shall be found any more in thee; and the sound of a millstone shall be 
heard no more at all in thee; 

Re: 18:23: And the light of a candle shall shine no more at all in thee; and the voice of the bridegroom and of the 
bride shall be heard no more at all in thee: for thy merchants were the great men of the earth; for by thy 
sorceries were all nations deceived. 

Re: 18:24: And in her was found the blood of prophets, and of saints, and of all that were slain upon the earth. 

Revelation 19:11-21. At the end of the Tribulation is the glorious appearing of Christ to set up His 
1,000-year reign on this earth. 

Re: 19:11: And I saw heaven opened, and behold a white horse; and he that sat upon him was called Faithful and 
True, and in righteousness he doth judge and make war. 

Re: 19: 12: His eyes were as a flame of fire, and on his head were many crowns; and he had a name written, 
that no man knew, but he himself. 

Re:19:13: And he was clothed with a vesture dipped in blood: and his name is called The Word of God. 

Re: 19: 14: And the armies which were in heaven followed him upon white horses, clothed in fine linen, white 
and clean. 

Re: 19: 15: And out of his mouth goeth a sharp sword, that with it he should smite the nations: and he shall 



rule them with a rod of iron: and he treadeth the winepress of the fierceness and wrath of Almighty God. 

Re: 19:16: And he hath on his vesture and on his thigh a name written, KING OF KINGS, AND LORD OF LORDS. 

Re: 19: 17: And I saw an angel standing in the sun; and he cried with a loud voice, saying to all the fowls that fly in 
the midst of heaven, Come and gather yourselves together unto the supper of the great God; 

Re: 19: 18: That ye may eat the flesh of kings, and the flesh of captains, and the flesh of mighty men, and the 
flesh of horses, and of them that sit on them, and the flesh of all men, both free and bond, both small and 
great. 

Re: 19: 19: And I saw the beast, and the kings of the earth, and their armies, gathered together to make war 
against him that sat on the horse, and against his army. 

Re: 19:20: And the beast was taken, and with him the false prophet that wrought miracles before him, with 
which he deceived them that had received the mark of the beast, and them that worshipped his image. 
These both were cast alive into a lake of fire burning with brimstone. 

Re: 19:21: And the remnant were slain with the sword of him that sat upon the horse, which sword proceeded 
out of his mouth: and all the fowls were filled with their flesh. 



Revelation 20:1-5. After the second coming. Fate of the beast and the false prophet. Fate of Lord's 
martyrs and faithful 



Re:20:l: And I saw an angel come down from heaven, having the key of the bottomless pit and a great chain in his 
hand. 

Re:20:2: And he laid hold on the dragon, that old serpent, which is the Devil, and Satan, and bound him a 
thousand years, 

Re:20:3: And cast him into the bottomless pit, and shut him up, and set a seal upon him, that he should deceive the 
nations no more, till the thousand years should be fulfilled: and after that he must be loosed a little season. 



Re:20:4: And I saw thrones, and they sat upon them, and judgment was given unto them: and I saw the 
souls of them that were beheaded for the witness of Jesus, and for the word of God, and which had not 
worshipped the beast, neither his image, neither had received his mark upon their foreheads, or in their 
hands; and they lived and reigned with Christ a thousand years. 

Re: 20:5: But the rest of the dead lived not again until the thousand years were finished. This is the first 
resurrection.
